The cross reference to the counterpart PCT application is not required. 

The outstanding rejections under section 112, second paragraph are withdrawn 
in view of the amendments clarifying the claims. 

The prior art rejections under sections 102 and 103 are withdrawn since Dubois 
fais to teach a process with the claimed catalyst. Moreover, Dubois fails to motivate 
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those of ordinary skill to modify a known acrylic acid process to include the required 
catalyst. An updated search of the prior art failed to uncover a reference that would 
have motivated those of ordinary skill to modify a known acrylic acid process to include 
the required catalyst. 

The rejections under obviousness-type double patenting are withdrawn since the 
claims of both 10/497,210 and' US 7,161,028 fail to motivate those of ordinary skill to 
modify a known acrylic acid process to include the required catalyst.
